Ground forces will strategically deploy from home stations 
to simulated overseas staging bases by MATS aircraft. 
Tactical aircraft of AFSTRIKE will deploy to simulated 
overseas staging bases and conduct fighter and reconnais- 
sance operations. AFSTRIKE- troop carrier aircraft will 
be used" to conduct. an :irborne'/aiflanded assault, in the 
objective area. Fighter aircraft will deploy into the 
established airhead from their staging* bases, as the 
exercise develops. Live ordnance will be used by both 
Army and Air Force units. Redeployment of ground forces 
from this objective area to home stations will be accom- 
plished by MATS aircraft. AFSTRIKE elements will redeploy 
from the simulated overseas area to COKUS by troop carrier 
aircraft assigned to AFSTRIKE. "
